PART 83—SALE OF SURPLUS OR UNSERVICE¬ 
ABLE PROPERTY 1 

§83.1 War Department officers and 
employees prohibited from giving ad¬ 
vance information . Officers, civilian 
employees, and others on duty in the 
War Department or in any field agency 
thereof will not furnish any information 
to the public concerning the probability 
of declaring property surplus or clearing 
it for sale until such property has been 
cleared for sale. (R.S. 161: 5 U.S.C. 22) 
(Par. 65, AR 5-50, May 22 19391 

§ 83.2 Authorized methods of sale — 
surplus property —(a) Sales to the Na¬ 
tional Council of the Boy Scouts of 
America. (1) The property authorized 

for sale falls under the following classes: 

(1) Property declared surplus to the 
military needs by the Secretary of War 
ar.d not desired by other Government 

departments. 

(ii) Property which has been listed as 
“to be sold” after action by an inspector 
or on a report of survey and not desired 
by other Government departments. 

(Hi) Salvage property. 

(iv) Such other material as may be 
spared. 

(2) Sales under <f) <i) above. The 
chief of the arm, service, or bureau 
charged with the supply of the property 
will fix the sale price at the fair value 
of the property to the War Department, 
except as stated in (4) below. 

(3) Sales under (f) (ii) and ( iii ) 
above. The Quartermaster General will 
fix the sale price at the fair value of the 
property to the War Department, except 
as stated in (4) below. 

(4) Sales of National Guard property 
Mer (f) (i), Hi) and (iii) above. The 
chief of the National Guard Bureau will

fix the sale price at the fair value of the 
property to the War Department. 

(5) Sales under (1) (iv) above. The 
chief of the arm, service, or bureau 
charged with the supply of the property 
will recommend to the Secretary of War 
the sale price at the fair value of the 
property to the War Department. 

(6) Application for purchase must be 
submitted through and bear the approval 
of the National Council of the Boy Scouts 
of America. 

(b) Sale of surplus homing pigeons. 
Sales of surplus homing pigeons are au¬ 
thorized by a clearance from the Direc¬ 
tor of Sales dated January 6, 1922, No.' 
4744-C, Rr-8625. Such sales will be con¬ 
ducted in accordance with paragraph (e) 
below, as directed by the Chief Signal 
Officer. 

(c) At a price fixed by the Govern¬ 
ment or by negotiation —(1) Authority 
for . Surplus property may be sold at a 
price fixed by the Government or at a 
price determined by negotiation between 
the Government and prospective pur¬ 
chasers cmly when specifically authorized 
in advance by the Assistant Secretary of 
War. 

Conferences between officers or em¬ 
ployees of the War Department and 
prospective purchasers in regard to sales 
by these methods will not be initiated 
or held except upon prior approval of 
the Assistant Secretary of War. 

(2) Sales at nominal prices to effect 
transfer. Surplus and salvage property 
may be sold under general authority 
granted by the Secretary of War at nom¬ 
inal prices as a measure appropriate to 
the relief of distress from economic 
causes or from disaster. See section 83.4. 

(d) After advertising. Unless au¬ 
thorized to be sold as indicated in para¬ 
graph (c) above, all property will be 
sold after advertising either in the man¬ 
ner prescribed in paragraph (e) below 
or, when specially authorized, in the 
manner prescribed in paragraph (f) be¬ 
low. The instructions therein govern 
the sale of both surplus and salvage 
property, and the term “property” as 
used therein is inclusive of both cate¬ 
gories. 
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(e) Procedure when sealed bids arc 
invited —(1) Advertising for bids. See 
sections 81.10 and 81.11. 

<i) Special conditions for arms, am¬ 
munition. and implements of war. See 
section 81.3. 

(ii) Other special conditions. Every 
invitation for bids will contain the fol¬ 
lowing special conditions in addition to 
such other conditions as may be pre¬ 
scribed in accordance with paragraph 
14a (2). AR 5-50.* 

All property listed will be available for 

inspection for a period of_ 

preceding the sale. Prospective bidders 
are urged to inspect the property at its 
place of storage prior to the sale. Fail¬ 
ure on the part of any purchaser to in¬ 
spect any property will not be considered 
ground for any claim for adjustment or 
rescission. 

All property listed will be sold “as is, 
where is” at its place of storage without 
warranty or guaranty as to quality, char¬ 
acter. condition, size, weight, color, or 
kind, or that the same is in condition 
or fit to be used for the purpose for which 
it was originally intended, and no claim 
for any allowance upon any of the afore¬ 
mentioned grounds will be considered. 

The successful bidder will be notified 
in writing of the award, which will be 
made in accordance with the terms and 
conditions set forth in this invitation for 
bids. Upon receipt of this notification he 
will pay the balance of the sale price 
within the specified time and will fur¬ 
nish the necessary shipping instructions. 
No property will be removed by the pur¬ 
chaser and no shipment will be allowed

to go forward prior to full payment of 
the purchase price and any other charges 
that have accrued under the terms here¬ 
of. Payments will be made by cash or 
certified check in all sales of $1,000 or 
less. In sales over $1,000, payment may 
be made by an irrevocable and uncondi¬ 
tional letter of credit drawn on a mem¬ 
ber bank of the Federal Reserve System. 

(iii) Removal of property. The invi¬ 
tation for bids should provide that if pay¬ 
ment is made in full within the specified 
time, the Government will permit the 
property to remain in Government stor¬ 
age for a period of 30 days from the date 
of award, free of storage, at the risk of 
the purchaser; except in cases where 
award of contract is required to be au¬ 
thorized by higher authority, in which 
cases the period of free storage shall be 
30 days from the date of approval of the 
contract of sale; but in sales of surplus 
Air Corps property the period of free 
storage shall be 60 days from the date 
of approval of the contract of sale. 

(iv) Time allowed. No period of less 
than 30 days will be allowed to intervene 
between the date of issue of the invitation 
and the date of opening bids. 

(v) Public information. For purposes 
of public information, one copy of every 
invitation for sealed bids on the public 
sale of surplus property will be sent on 
the date issued directly to the Assistant 
Secretary of War, Purchase Information 
Section, Munitions Building, Washington. 
D. C. 

(2) Bids and awards. See sections 
81.12 and 81.13. 

(i) The instructions governing bids 
and awards as prescribed in AR 5-160 
(secs. 81.12 and 81.13) will be followed 
except that wherever the lowest bid or 
bidder is referred to In those instructions 
the interpretation shall be that the 
highest bid or bidder is meant as applied 
to sales. 

(ii) The best available information 
as to market prices will be considered 
in making awards. Whenever in the 
opinion of the officer in charge of the 
sale the prices offered are not in keep¬ 
ing with the value of the property offered 
for sale, he will reject all bids and re¬ 
advertise, or submit suitable recom¬ 
mendations as to future action to higher 
authority. 

(iii) For purposes of public informa¬ 
tion, one copy of every abstract of bids 
on the public sale of surplus property 
will be sent, as soon as practicable after 
bids have been opened and final action 
has been taken thereon, or after it is 
decided to cancel the invitation before 
opening bids, directly to the Assistant 
Secretary of War, Purchase Information 
Section, Munitions Building, Washing¬ 
ton, D. C. 

(3) Contracts, formal and informal. 
See sections 81.14 to 81.20. 


(f) Procedure when bid 4 at public 
auction are invited. (1) The procedure 
prescribed in paragraph (e) above will 
be followed, with the exceptions given 
below which apply to invitations for bids: 

(1) The invitation for bids will show 
that the sale is to be made at public 
auction, and references to sealed bids 
will not be included. 

(ii) The special condition given in 
paragraph (e) (1) (ii) above will not 
be included. 

(iii) The following special conditions 
will be included: Prospective bidder? will 

be required to deposit ... as a 

guarantee of good faith. Upon making 
this deposit each bidder will be given a 
numbered paddle. No bid will be con¬ 
sidered without the showing of this 
paddle. Unless the deposit is required 
to cover payment for supplies purchased, 
it will be returned to a bidder upon 
completion of the sale and return of the 
paddle. The successful bidder must pay 
the purchase price within 10 days of the 
date of sale. No property will be re¬ 
moved by the purchaser and no ship¬ 
ment will be allowed to go forward prior 
to full payment of the purchase price 
and any other charges that have accrued 
under the terms hereof. Payment may 
be by cash, certified check, or an irrev¬ 
ocable and unconditional letter of credit 
drawn on a member bank of the Federal 
Reserve System, payable to the officer in 
charge of the sale. All property pur¬ 
chased must be removed by the success¬ 
ful bidder within_from date 

of sale. 

The Government reserves the right to 
accept or reject any or all bids or any 
part of any bid, and, if necessary, to 
exercise this right on any particular bid 
at any time during the continuance of 
the sale by notifying the bidder of the 
rejection of his bid. 

(2) Sales at public auction will not be 
held earlier than 30 days after invita¬ 
tions are issued. 

(3) The minimum deposit for the 
privilege of bidding at an auction sale 
will be $10. The maximum deposit will 
be left to the discretion of the officer in 
charge of the sale, but it should not be 
such as to restrict competition. 

(4) Letters of award will contain a 
statement to the effect that the property 
awarded is sold in accordance with the 
terms and conditions set forth in the in¬ 
vitation for bids. 

(5) Whenever in the opinion of the 
officer in charge of the sale the prices 
offered are not in keeping with market 
values, he will suspend the sale and re¬ 
advertise, or submit suitable recommen¬ 
dations as to future action to higher au¬ 
thority.

§ 83.3 Arms, ammunition, and imple¬ 
ments of war . (a) Every ^invitation for j 
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bids for the sale of any of the items in¬ 
cluded in Proclamation No. 2237, May 1, 
1937, or in later similar proclamations 
\rill contain the following condition: 
Sale of items (enumerated) will be made 
only to citizens of the United States and 
to domestic corporations not less than 
three-fourths of the capital stock of 
which is held by citizens of the United 
States. Contract of sale for the items 
referred to shall prohibit the resale, 
transfer, or mortgage of such items to 
any foreign government or power, and 
the shipment of such items outside the 
continental limits of the United States. 
Such contract shall likewise obligate the 
purchaser, in the event of resale, to exact 
the requirements herein contained from 
each and every subsequent vendee. 

(b> Every contract made pursuant to 
the invitation for bids referred to in (a) 
aboi'e will contain the following special 
condition: It is expressly understood and 
agreed by and between the parties hereto 
that no part of items (enumerated) shall 
be resold, transferred, or mortgaged to 
any foreign government or power, nor 
shall same be shipped outside of the 
continental limits of the United States. 
It is further understood and agreed that 
in the event of resale of any part of any 
items so enumerated that such resale 
shall only be to citizens of the United 
States or to domestic corporations, three- 
fourths of the capital stock of which is 
held by citizens of the United States, 
and that in the event of such resale this 
contract clause shall be included in such 
resale agreement and required to be in¬ 
cluded by each and every subsequent 
vendee. 

(c) Bidders for any items referred to 
in (a) above will be required to indi¬ 
cate on bid forms whether or not they 
come within the category of acceptable 
bidders enumerated in (a) above, and no 
bids for such items will be accepted from 
bidders not properly within such cate¬ 
gories. 

(d) Tlie items included in Proclama¬ 
tion No. 2237. May 1, 1937, or in later 
similar proclamations are published in 
War Department Procurement Circulars.

. § 83.4 Sales of salvage property at 
nominal prices to effect transfer. As a 
measure appropriate to the relief of dis¬ 
tress from economic causes or from dis¬ 
aster, the Secretary of War has author¬ 
ized. subject to discontinuance when de¬ 
sirable. certain sales of salvage at nomi¬ 
nal prices, as follows: 

Condemned clothing, shoes, equipment 
and similar supplies in salvage, that may 
be accumulated at posts, camps, and sta¬ 
tions of the Regular Army or National 
Guard, may be sold for relief purposes 
to charitable organizations of commonly 
recognized standing or to State Relief 
Administrations, at nominal prices to be 
fixed by corps area commanders. Such 
supplies may include like materials that 


have been reported to the Director of 
Procurement as surplus or on “to be sold” 
lists, provided he has cleared these for 
sale. (R.S. 1241; 10 U.S.C. 1261) [Par.

arations now designated by the name of 
Dr. Haller’s Prescription 5000 and Dr. 
Haller’s Prescription 2000, or any other 
medicinal preparations composed of sub¬ 
stantially similar ingredients or possess¬ 
ing substantially similar therapeutic 
properties, whether sold under the same 
name or under any other name or names, 
or disseminating or causing to be dis¬ 
seminated any advertisement, by any 
means, for the purpose of inducing or 
which is likely to induce, directly or in¬ 
directly, the purchase in commerce, as 
commerce is defined in the Federal Trade 
Commission Act, of said medicinal prep¬ 
arations which advertisements represent 
directly or through implication that the 
use of said medicinal preparations is a 
competent, safe and scientific treatment 
for delayed menstruation and that their 
use will have no ill effects upon the hu¬ 
man body, and which advertisements fail 
to reveal that the use of these prepara¬ 
tions may result in the serious injury 
to the health of the user. 

It is further ordered , That the respond¬ 
ent shall, within ten (10) days after 
service upon it of this order, file with the 
Commission an interim report in writ¬ 
ing, stating whether it intends to comply 
with this order and, if so, the manner 
and form in which it intends to comply; 
and that, within sixty (60) days after 
the service upon it of this order, said 
respondent shall file with the Commis¬ 
sion a report in writing, setting forth in 
detail the manner and form in which it 
has complied with this order.

That the re¬ 
spondent shall, within sixty (60) days 
after service upon him of this order, file 
with the Commission a report in writing, 
setting forth in detail the manner and 
form in which he has complied with this 
order. 

That the com¬ 
plaint herein, insofar as it applies to 
Mrs. Effie Robertson, be, and the same 
hereby is, dismissed

§ 405.01-31. In cases exceeding $25.00, 
the Reconditioning Supervisor shall for¬ 
ward one copy of the prepared specifica¬ 
tions, Form R-26, to each qualified bid¬ 
der. Upon award of the contract, a copy 
of the accepted bid shall be forwarded to 
the successful bidder.
